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THE PRESIDENTS MESSAGE: 


Just about two weeks ago (October 28, 1977) I was pleased to be able to 
send a message to all Chapters of QCWA on matters of interest to members 
everywhere. Since that time additional activities have been undertaken 
on behalf of QCWA and its Members. 


I am pleased to announce that Director Henry Harley, VE3BR, has agreed 
to undertake the job of Liason between the Board and our Foreign members. 
For some time we have faced the difficult problem of providing adequate 
service to our members outside the continental United States, The prob- 
lems range from excessive delays in mailing service, the expense of pro- 
viding mail service to members, delays in providing membership announce- 
ments and so forth. Henry has been authorized to carry out discussions 
with all interested foreign members, and to attempt to assemble a propos-— 
al agreeable to all, for Board action. We appreciate his willingness to 
tackle this difficult problem and are confident-that solutions can and 
will be found, 


We have been actively working to get the QCWA Foundation Fund activity 
organized, It is expected that one of the Directors will be working to 
get this activity underway in the very near future. 


I have received word that the IRS matter dealing with our"non-profit 
status is about complete, and we are still hoping that it can be complete 
by the end of the year. 


It has been announced that the next meeting of the Board of Directors 
will be held in Chicago, Illinois on February 4, 1978. The meeting will 
be an open meeting, with the Board operating in the open, in dealing with 
QCWA matters. It is expected that a good number of members will attend 
the meetings. 


T have been able to convince Hal Sears, WSNC, Vice President of QCWA, 
to take a strong part in the operation of the Organization. Hal will 
operate at my side, helping to carry out plans for the betterment of the 
Organization as a whole, We are in close touch and plans are discussed 
at regular intervals. 


We have been seeing a vast amount of work carried out by the Committee 
on Restructuring of the Constitution and By-laws of QCWA. Ethel Smith, 
K4LMB, Leo-Meyerson, WAGFQ and Art Miligan, WSKW have performed a tre- 
mendous job in studying and making recommendations for possible changes 
to the government of QCWA. My Legal advisory Board will make its study 
and recommendations, followed by a check by Amos Peters, the Legal Advisor 
for QCWA, at which time the Committee will be able to make its final plan 
and recommendations to the Board at its February meeting. 


QCWA is becoming a real team effort...we are making progress, and you can 
be sure that your voice can and will be heard. 


A very special welcome to the newest Chapter of QCWA...The MIDDLE 
TENNESSEE CHAPTER. Charter Number 105 has been issued. It is a real 
pleasure to congratulate those who worked to make it possible?

Contacts Every contact made with another QCWA Member will count as 
ae a single point. Repeat contacts on other frequencies will 
not count for additional points. 


Multipliers Every Member will use a multiplier of one (1) for each 
QCWA Chapter contacted. Branches of Chapters are not 
counted as separate Chapters. A chapter can be used only 
one time as a multiplier. 


QCWA-ers not affiliated with a Chapter will count as a 
contact, but do not provide a multiplier, Whenever you 
can, suggest they join a Chapter, or form a Chapter in 
their area. 

Use Official Chapter Numbers, listed in this issue of the 
Newsletter...to save time!. 

QCWA Members affiliated with more than one Chapter may use 
any Chapter affiliation with which they hold a "Good-

In all cases, the exchange should provide the member's 
QSO number, time, call, Chapter or Chapter number and 
state of residence. Members not affiliated with any 
Chapter should use the letters "AL" between the slant 
bars, meaning Members at large. 


Logs To make the work of the judges easier, and to fit the 
format suggested, a sample log is included herein, It 
may be copied and used. (Remove the centerfold page) 


It is the responsibility of each contestant to provide a 
legible log, and to list all claimed contacts and multi- 
pliers. He shall calculate his own claimed score. Log 
sheets will not be returned, so send copies if you want 
to retain the originals. A sample calculation of score 
is shown on page 22.

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QCWA SILENT KEY MEMORIAL SCHOLARSHIP 


At the QCWA Annual meeting in Seattle on July 30, 1977, the 
Board of Directors voted to establish a scholarship and sub- 
sequently sought the assistance of the Washington D. C. Foun- 
dation for Amateur Radio. The Foundation is a council of 49 
clubs in the Maryland, D. C. and Northern Virginia Area, each 
of which is represented by two trustees. It is devoted ex- 
clusvely to promoting the interest of amateur radio and to 
the scientific, literary and education pursuits that advance 
the purposes of the Amateur Radio Service. It currently ad- 
ministers four scholarships and agreed to administer an addi- 
tional one for QCWA. The Foundation is incorporated in the 
District of Columbia and meets the requirements of Section 
501 (c)3 of the IRS Code as a non-profit organization. 


THE SCHOLARSHIP PROCESS 


The FAR scholarship activity begins each year in December 

with the preparation of the Award Regulations and a press an- 
nouncement for the clearance of the various sponsors. In midé 
February the release is sent to the major amateur radio maga- 
zines for publication in late April or early May. These in- 
dicate a June lst deadline for requesting applications which 
must be completed and returned on or before July Ist. In mid- 
July the Committee evaluates the applications and verifies the 
information submitted by the successful candidates. The Com- 
mittee reports its recommendations to the Foundation at its 
August meeting. Upon acceptance of the report, the candidates 
are notified by telephone. Confirming letter and checks are 
sent to the winners with copies of the letters to the sponsors 
Those who "also ran" are notified by mail and thanked for 
their participation. A certificate is prepared for award to 
each winner at an appropriate amateur radio function at a la- 
ter date in the area where the recipient lives or attends 
school. <A press release announcing the winners is provided 

to the major amateur radio publications 


THE QCWA SCHOLARSHIP 
The Board of Directors decided to establish the scholarship 
in memory of its "Silent Keys." There are no restrictions as 
to the course of study nor are there any geographic restric- 
tions. The applicant must have a good academic record, be 
accepted by an accredited institution, hold at least a General 
Glass license and indicate his worthiness for such an Award 
General membership interest is invited by requiring that the 
applicant be sponsored by a QCWA member. Look for the an- 
nouncements in the May issues of the major amateur radio pub- 
lications and encourage qualified candidates to apply. As 
indicated in the President's message in the September issue 
of QCWA News, future financing of this worthy effort is being 
worked out.

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A TIME FOR REMEMBERING 


- 30 - A journalists short-hand for "end of story"...may have another 
meaning entirely different, particularly when considering QCWA. It is 
not the end, but only the beginning of our destiny in Amateur Radio, in 
the promotion of fellowship, goodwill, yes "Love" if you will, among 
radio-men across the world...and the - 30 -? 


On November 14, 1947, almost 30 years to the day, six old-timers met on a 
10-meter round-table. After an enjoyable evenings visit, W2UD suggested 
that the gang should get together more often, preferably in person and 
talk over old times. This suggestion met with unanimous approval with 
W2FD, W2DX, W2DI, W2EF and W2FX seconding W2UD'S plan. John DiBlasi, 
W2FX was delegated to get the gang together to formulate plans for the 
Organization. 


In the Amateur fraternity, there are many who have worked long and hard 
on behalf of our hobby...to many it was love of the challenge, to others 
the interest was the opportunity to meet and fellowship with others of 
like interest and background. Whether their devotion was to experimen- 
tation, communication, engineering or social activities, it is their com- 
bined efforts that have formed the basis for Amateur Radio today, In 
1947 many of those early Amateurs (pioneers if you will) were still among 
us, and it was the decision of our Founders that an Association of these 
"Old-Timers" should be formed, wherein they could meet, discuss and re- 
live the adventures of yesteryear. 


The first meeting was held on Friday Evening, December 5, 1947 - 35 of 
the "Old-Timers" were present and it was there and then that QCWA was 
formed, At that meeting the following Officers were elected: John 
DiBlasi, W2FX, President; George Droste, W2IN, Vice President; Leon 
Hansen, W2FIT, Secretary; and Dave Talley, W2PF, Treasurer. The fol- 
lowing Charter Members were present at that first meeting: 


WIHRX, W2BW, W2KR, W2AMJ, W2AMB, W2EF, W2RB, W2EA, W2CO, W2LFR, W2CVF, 
W2FD, W2BJ, W2GX, W2DX, W2UD, W2FO, W2EC, W2II, W2FZ, W2YW, W2PL, W2MM, 
W2BT, W2KW, W20G, W2BR, W2WZ, W2AFB, W2GG, 


By the end of December, 1947, a total of 54 members were enrolled and 
Charter membership was closed. On December, 1949 members totalled 172., 
On December, 1950, membership was 240, with 3 silent keys...and so it 
went, until now, 30 years after the Founding Fathers first met with the 
idea of QCWA, we have more than 8000 living members of QCWA 


In 1962, President DiBlasi wrote as follows: "At the association's 
annual meetings, the world's greatest in amateur radio have addressed 

the members and their guests. The association has steadfastly maintained 
a non-political and non-controversial character, and takes general inter- 
est in all matters affecting or involving Amateur Radio, and is ready to 
sponsor such action as may be deemed proper in their interests. It is 
our purpose to foster and develop friendship and cooperation among Ama- 
teur radio operators of more than twenty-five years standing. The devo- 
tion of its officers and directors, and the hard work of its staff, 
account for the phenomenal success and have led to the fulfillment’ of 
the purposes for which it was founded." 


Can we then, in a moment of serious contemplation, consider the work of 
those who founded QCWA...the love, care and guidance given so freely in 
behalf of those of us who came later, and give thanks. We are benefici- 
aries of those who have handed us a "fait accompli" Let us work to be 
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worthy of the trust given us, and to keep intact those values and tradi- 
tions established for Amateurs yet to call their first CQ.

MEMORIES:  W7AHK provides a fine story 
and the picture, at right..."mention of 
the RC receiver, by Westinghouse, will 
bring nostalgia to many QCWA Members.. 
It was used as a monitor in the early 
days of broadcasting when a watch was 
required on the distress frequency. In 
the photo of the Harding-Cox election 
returns being broadcast from KDKA on 
November 2, 1920, the RC can be plainly 
observed. It was used by many amateur 
stations, even 8XK, Dr. Conrad's fore- 
runner to KDKA. Contained in one cabi- 
net, a UV200 was used in a regenerative 
detector circuit, followed by two UV201 i 
tubes in a two-step audio amplifier. The tuning range was 180 to 700 met- 
ers. Regeneration was controlled by a tap switch which cutinductance in 
and out of a variometer. Users of the RC often became recipients of strong 
words from their listening neighbors as the regeneration control was moved. 
The circuit was a good CW radiator and the clickety-click as the switch was 
being operated marked their numbers in the area. Despite this trait, which 
was common to regenerative receivers if improperly tuned, the RC performed 
majestically during the early days. 


Montgomery Ward's catalog for 1922 listed the price as $175 complete with 
tubes, batteries, headset and antenna. The horn speaker is Magnavex R-3, a 
moving coil speaker invented by Peter Jensen and E. S. Pridham in the early 
1900's. The principle is still used in modern speakers. The company became 
Magnavox (Great Voice) in 1917 and the speaker became a popular product of 
the old Oakland firm. 


When Ted asked me to write something on old radios, the RC became my choice, 
My first memory of a vacuum tube receiver goes back to the fall of 1921 
when I would listen to the voices, music and spark signals coming from my 
neighbor's receiver. Completely awed by such phenomena, I vowed to someday 
have my own station. The crash of my neighbor's spark gap drove me toward 
that goal and from my limited savings came a beautiful “Kilbourne § Clark 
vario-coupler, tube socket, rheostat and other requisites. Then, ‘after a 
year of accumulating, came a box in Christmas wrapping. My neighbor and 
Amateur friend had biven me a WD11 tube and the little B-battery I needed! 


This past October, my neighbor, from those olden times, joined the Silent 
Keys...this story is my tribute to 76F who started a teen-age boy on a 
lifetime in Amateur Radio!

In this issue, we have the pleasure of running a review by a guest re- 
viewer. Julian N. Jablin, W9IWI, of Skokie, Illinois, wrote the foll- 
owing on the S-S TV Handbook. I did the others. 


THE COMPLETE HANDBOOK OF SLOW-SCAN TV. Dave Ingram, K4TWJ; TAB BOOKS, 
1977, Blue Ridge Summit, PA; $14.95 hardbound, $9.95 paperback. 


Slow-scan TV is one of those aspects of ham operations we all know ex- 
ists, but (except for those comparative few using it) remains as unex- 
plored territory. One of the problems is getting basic information. 
The Amateur magazine articles presume some prior knowledge and experi- 
ence; the handbooks cannot devote much space to any one mode. 


Most "Manuals" produced by non-ham publishers on any one specific area 
of amateur radio give little more than a superficial overview of the 
subject plus a review of commercial equipment available at. the time of 
writing. Not so in this case. The author, Editor of 73 Magazine 
takes a nuts-and-bolts approach to his topic. Leading off with a sur- 
vey of amateur TV here and overseas, he goes right into discussion of 
the types of gear needed to transmit pictures, what it will do, and 
how to put it all together. He puts stress on home-brew equipment 
leaning heavily on gear developed by hams who are using slow-scan TV. 
There is a chapter on commercial components, but even here Ingram 
notes the possibilities and advantages of mating such modules with 
home-constructed units. 


The material in the book is state of the art, with solid-state con- 
struction, digital techniques and reception of satellite pictures well 
represented. It is a little risky to label any book on ham radio 
"complete" but this one told me all that I wanted to know about the 
subject. _-WOIWI

ALL THINGS BRIGHT AND BEAUTIFUL James Herriot, Bantam Books, Toronto, 
New York, London. 


To those of you who, wisely or unwisely, followed my suggestion about 
Mr. Herriot's ALL CREATURES GREAT AND SMALL, I can make the same 
recommendation relative to its sequel. The same honesty, humility and 
writing skill make this a very acceptable follow-on (which, unfortu- 
nately, most sequels are not). If you don't get your $2.25's worth 
out of this, I will be surprised. The only criticism--and it's minor-- 
that I might make is that the plot of the incidents is beginning to be 
a little repetitious near the end of the second work.

I remem- 
bered clearly the day fifty years earlier when as a barefoot boy of 14, 
standing in front of the general delivery window of a tiny resort post 
office, I had pulled the precious blue certificate out of an envelope.

I thought too about the years that would follow; never knowing where 
this thing would lead me...through radar schools of World War IT 

and one of their faculties...to a B. S. and an M. S. in electrical 
engineering and ultimately to a world of awesome electronic development 
and the adjunct faculty of a first-rate University. 


But mainly I thought about the intervening years of hamming. Where 
else, I wondered, could a kid who got on the air with a used 245, a 
power supply from a junked radio set and an antenna of second-hand 
telephone wire, walk into the QTH of his first QSO, gaze at thousands 
of dollars worth of equipment and with no trace of envy or avarice say, 
"Gee, that's great!"

It is particularly appropriate to include here the story related by Frank 
concerning his contact with Guglielmo Marconi...on nearly the 75th anni- 
versary of Marconi's first US/Europe radio contact...But, into the story!! 


Frank is speaking,..''In October, 1933, RCA arranged for Guglielmo Marconi 
to visit the RCA exhibits at the Chicago World's Fair. I was manager of 
the RCA Communications' exhibit, so I had to do the honors there. David 
Sarnoff, President of RCA, had 'phoned me and told me that Marconi had 
lost his right eye in an automobile accident in Rome, and suggested I warn 
our employees at the Exhibit to avoid staring at his glass eye. This was 
one thing that, during Marconi's visit, I wished Sarnoff hadn't told me 
about.,.it seemed impossible for me to look at anything but Marconi's eye 
while I was conversing with him! 


My RCA employes manning the Exhibit had been cracking jokes for weeks be- 
fore Marconi's visit about 'Gigolo Marconi!’ I knew better ‘than to stern- 
ly discourage them; I thought it better to let it get out of their sys- 
tems, and less likely to be uttered within his hearing. During Marconi's 
visit I was mighty careful! Marconi, I found, was a quiet, dignified man, 
but with a sense of humor, as his remarks proved. One of my assistants, 
after the visit, said to me, 'I thought Marconi was an engineer.’ I asked, 
‘What about it?’ This employee said, ‘Well, when I started to explain 
how the facsimile machine worked, Marconi said 'Complicated, isn't it?! 
and walked away.' I told this fellow, ‘Marconi was just letting you down 
easy...he was familiar with this kind of equipment before you were born., 
it's been used on land-lines before radio was in use.' 


During Marconi's visit I had a Morse code announcement running endlessly 
on our Exhibit public address speaker at 18 smp, reading, 'Seatore Marconi, 
welcome to our RCA Exhibit.' Marconi and Sarnoff, two old-time radio op- 
erators, had their heads together, reading the code message, One reporter 
addressed me, 'Say, you're the Manager; can't you see Mr. Marconi and 
Sarnoff can't hear each other on account of that loud code transmission?' 
I replied, 'Thanks, but you see, both of them are old time radio code op- 
erators, and they're reading it with difficulty due to the noise of this 
crowd. ' 


Later that day I strolled over to the Amateur Radio Exhibit, WOUSA. There 
was Marconi enjoying himself, shaking hands, and signing autographs right 
and left. He recognized me, and I said, 'Senatore Marconi, you are more 
liberal here with your autographs than you were at our RCA Exhibit!’ He 
smiled and said, 'Well, I've always considered myself an amateur.' A week 
later, during Dr. Lee deForest's visit, when he and I were having lunch 
alone together, I happened to repeat Marconi's remark that he had always 
considered himself an amateur; deForest chortled, 'I agree with him!' 


During Marconi's visit I also had our demonstration facsimile machine re- 
producing a large picture of Marconi, being received by radio direct from 
Rome. I had three copies ready for Marconi to autograph, one for David 
Sarnoff, one for General James G. Harbord, Chairman of the Board of RCA, 
and one for myself. Also, two fountain pens on the ready! I still have 
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my copy! I forgot to tell Harbord and Sarnoff that facsimile ink (methyl 
violet) soon fades away under light. So, I have the only copy in exist- 
ance, in a light-tight envelope, with a photographic copy to show. 


Incidentally, I got the special assignment as Manager of the Exhibit be- 
cause I didn't want it. Virtually every RCAC employee had put in for it 
I was called up to RCAC President Willie Winterbottom's office, who asked 
me why I hadn't applied for the job. I told him 'I don't want it.t 
Willie asked, "Why, everyone else wants a job out there,' I said, ‘Too 
hard work, seven days a week, from 10 AM to 10PM!' Willie said, ‘but I 
had in mind making you Manager!' I replied, 'That's even worse! - with 
24 hours a day.' Willie wore me down by giving me a contract for the 
Fair, at double salary, plus expenses and many fringe benefits, I stayed 
in Chicago for RCA for the three years, 1933-1935." 


Frank Borsody, K4EC, began his career in Radio as an Operator with the AEF 
in France during WW-I. His experiences run the gamut...Ship Operator, 
Professional Engineer, Commander of a Navy Station in Guam, responsibil- 
ity for Airforce air-nav aids and communications, world-wide, Interpol 
design for world-radio-network communications, and much more...finally 
culminating in several years of sea-duty as an operator, after 40 years 
away...and in the Consulting firm of Borsody and Bairey. He is listed 

in "Who's who in America." + wsE7 


DAVID HARRELL, WSCVQ, one of the Pioneers of Amateur Radio (listed in the 
1916 Government callbook as SDD) was in attendance at the recent Austin, 
Texas ARRL Convention. It was our pleasure to visit with him for a little 
while. Was it co-incidental that just a few days later, while reading of 
the old times we read as follows: 


a letter to David Harrell from Headquarters, Southern Department, Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas: Dear Sir: Information has reached the Commanding Gen- 
eral, Southern Department, to the effect that you are equipped with re- 
ceiving and sending instruments for wireless telegraphy, and he directs me 
to communicate with you and to request that you make use of the enclosed 
penalty envelope, which requires no stamp, to inform this office in the 
event this information is correct that you have immediately dismantled 
this apparatus, and that you agree to make no further use of it until such 
time as you may be informed by these headquarters that its use by you will 
no longer be considered in violation of Federal law. It is also requested 
that you furnish these headquarters with a list of names and addresses of 
any other amateur operators in your vicinity whom you know, in order that 
similar instructions may be furnished to them. The Department Commander 
further directs me to inform you that unless prompt action as requested 
results from this communication, the matter will be placed in the hands of 
the United States Secret Service authorities and steps taken by the United 
States District Court to enforce what is herein requested.

From what we can determine, the request came because of the punitive ex- 
peditions across the Texas Border, in those days. What we would really 
like to have now, is a story from David as to what really happened back

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IMPORTANT EVENTS IN RADIO - 1927 


Transatlantic radiophone service opened to the public on January 7. 


The Radio act of 1927 passed on February 23, creating the Federal 
Radio Commission. 


On April 7 the experimental radio station of the Bell Telephone 
laboratory at Whippany, N. J. (3XN), was successfully used in a public 
demonstration of television; the facial expression and voice of Secre- 
tary of Commerce Herbert Hoover could be seen and heard in New York dis- 
tinctly and at the same time. 


Radio was used by the airplane AMERICA on June 29, for the first 
time by an airplane in crossing the Atlantic Ocean from the United States 
to France. 


The International Radio Telegraph Conference held at Washington, 
D. C., October 4 to November 25, 


As a result of experiments conducted during the past two years on 
methods of synchronization, broadcasting stations WBZ at Springfield, 
Massachusetts, and WBZA, at Boston, MA, owned by the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric § Manufacturing Company are now being regularly operated simultan- 
eously in absolute synchronism, the wavelength of the transmitter at the 
Boston station being held under automatic control by the Springfield 
transmitter so that any variation at Springfield will create a similar 
variation at Boston, assuring absolute synchronism at all times during 
the operation of these stations. 


Experiments are now being conducted for the synchronization of two 
or more transmitters by radio control instead of by wire, as in the case 
of WBZ/WBZA. 


The U. S, S, Kittery, experimenting with a radio compass during 
hurricane weather, found that the intensity of static may be useful in 
detecting and locating storms at a considerable distance. 


The experimental station of the General Electric Company, at Sche- 
nectady, N. Y,, call signal 2XAG, is running extensive tests with vacuum 
tubes operating at a power of 100 kilowatts. 


The Department of Commerce began the installation of directional 
radio beacons for use in aviation. Two-way communication experiments 
between plane and ground have been carried on with considerable success. 


RALPH CABANILLAS, W6IL has written concerning a national QCWA calling 
frequency...his conclusion being that a frequency is not practical, but 
that instead members simply call CQ QCWA...Let's try it for a while to 
see if it will catch on, and in due time become a traditional call for a 
member wishing to rag-chew with another OT. 


In another suggestion, Ralph thought it might be desirable to have a uni- 
versal QSL card, instantly identifiable as QCWA...and that these could be 
provided through headquarters. It can be done...if you, the members are 
willing to, and want the service, we'll get some preliminary work done § 
set up two or three optional cards which can be standardized except for 
the personal information and calls. Price estimates, delivery, etc., 
Will be needed. If 50 members indicate the desire, we'll go ahead with 
the work.

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ON RESTRUCTURING OF THE CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS! 


In July, 1977, at Seattle, the Board of Directors of QCWA adopted a 
resolution setting up a Committee to study, consider and finally come up 
with recommendations to the Board for changes to the By-Laws, and amend- 
ments to the Constitution, as required, to please the requirements of the 
members of QCWA. To assist in this work, a Committee consisting of Ethel 
Smith, K4LMB, Leo Meyerson, WOGFQ and Art Miligan, W8KW was appointed to 
study the desirability of proposing changes as required to properly serve 
the Members of QCWA. The Committee has been working since August on the 
project. In addition, a Committee was formed to review the recommenda- 
tions of the Restructuring Committee. The review board consisted of Nat 
Pfeffer, W2AIM, Moe Joffe, N6PHE and Ralph Cabanillas, W6IL. As it now 
stands, the Restructuring Committee has presented a draft of suggested 
modifications to the Constitution and by-laws. The draft has not yet been 
reviewed by the Committee, which is scheduled to meet sometime after Dec- 
ember lst, in California. It is hoped that the complete restructuring 
report can be completed, with recommendations finalized in such a manner 
that the Board of Directors can entertain the motion to accept or reject 
as they see fit. A great deal of work has been put into the project to 
this time...it is our understanding that the final document will be in 
order by the time the Board Meeting is held.

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TITLES, RANKS, MULTIPLE CALLS AND ADDRESSES AND COMPUTER TECHNOLOGY 


We know that our stock is going to plummet, but there is little that can 
be practically done to preserve a few of the niceties in our Roster, of 
yesteryear...Most of you are familiar with computers, and have cursed them 
as much as we have, but, they do save your life when the Roster gets up 
into the numbers we now have...and with the corrections we now have. We 
are now making corrections to names, calls, addresses, dues, etc., in ex-

3. Winter § Summer addresses are being deleted. Only one address at 
a time, for each member.

Mail 
costs double, and time costs treble,

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QCWA DUES 


We have received quite a few letters indicating that Members might pay 
their dues better if we'd be a bit more precise in telling them where to 
pay, and how much. We, do tell, but I admit that it takes a good set of 
eyes to find the info in the newseltters...so, here goes... 


QCWA DUES are to be paid to the Headquarters Office, 1409 Cooper Drive 
Irving, Texas, 75061. Upon receipt of your dues, we will check your 
membership record, and if all is in order, we'll issue a new membership 
card listing the date of expiration. 


Occasionally we receive dues from a member who sends in the wrong 
amount of money. Sometimes the dues are accompanied by a form showing 
dues that were current in 1967...this requires that we send the money to 
the member, requesting current dues at the current rate. So that all 
may know, Dues in QCWA are currently $14 for 3 years. Previous rates of 
$7 and $10 are no longer in force. Notification of dues increases have 
appeared in QCWA News since December, 1976. 


It is of some importance to note that those whose dues are in arrears 
will not receive further communication from QCWA. We have,“as of Novem- 
ber 12, completed sending the final notice to nearly 600 QCWA members 
whose dues are in arrears more than 10 months. They will not appear in 
the 1978 QCWA Roster, unless we receive back dues by December 31,,.plus 
3 years dues in advance. 


In the early days, QCWA dues always expired on December 31, of each 
year. Recently we have eliminated that, and instead, for new members, 
we list expiration date 36 months after they join QCWA. By far the 
larger number of members still have December 31 as the anniversary date 
of dues expiration. Accordingly there will be about 2000 members whose 
dues will expire December 31, 1977. They will not be declared in arrears 
until April 1, 1978. It is desirable, however, to pay dues as quickly 
as possible, since it saves QCWA money (costs about 0.45) to mail a 
letter...and keeps you in good standing for balloting, etc. So, your 
cooperation in paying dues early will be greatly appreciated. 


Remember...if you are in arrears, back dues at the rate of $0.40 per 
month or part thereof, plus $14 in dues in advance for 3 years are re- 
quired. If you have been in arrears for more than 12 months, the back- 
dues are limited to $5.00 maximum, plus the $14 in advance dues. Check 
your membership card right now...if delinquent, either pay by the sked 
Shown above, or write us for information. wes

Stuart has been licensed 
since 1933, has an extra class license...he is a Charter Life Member of 
ARRL, a Fellow and Executive Vice President of the Radio Club of America 
and a Life Member of the Quarter Century Wireless Association. 
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\CWA_ MEMBERSHIP 


Applicants for QCWA membership must have held an amateur 
license at least 25 years ago, and must at the time of apply- 
ing, hold a valid Amateur license. It is not necessary to 
have been licensed the entire 25 years. Proof of eligibility 
must be shown. Headquarters has a library of callbooks from 
the old times which can be used in most cases. A request for 
information will bring a prompt return letter to you. 


An entry fee of $3 is charged for initial membership, this plus dues in 
the amount of $14 for three years are payable in advance with ones appli- 
cation. Life membership may be obtained for $70, plus the $3 entry fee 
Time payment of life membership fees is available: Three payments to be 
completed in one year, of $30, $25 and $15 respectively. Upon completion 
of the payment of the fee, Life Membership certificate and membership 
card is issued. 


CERTIFICATES 


MEMBERSHIP CERTIFICATES, numbered in chronological order, are issued 
to each member, The numbers are never re-issued, except to the same one 
to whom they were first issued, and then only in the event of lapsed mem- 
bership. Blue certificates and membership cards going to regular members 
with Gold Certificates and membership cards issued to Life Members. In 
the event a certificate must be replaced, the charge is $1.00 


GOLDEN ANNIVERSARY certificates are issued, upon application, and proof of 
eligibility. Those having 50 years or more in Amateur Radio are qualified 
for such certificates. Endorsement stickers for each 2_year interval 
over the basic 50 year are available from Chapter Secretaries. 


50 YEARS CONTINUOUSLY LICENSED CERTIFICATES are issued to QCWA members 
whose calls appear in callbooks for each year since 1928, There is a 
charge of $1.00 for the certificate. It must be applied for, and proof 
of eligibility supplied. 

60th ANNIVERSARY CERTIFICATES are issued to those who have completed 60 
years as a licensed Amateur. Proof of such licensing must be given, § 
2 year endorsements may be obtained from Chapter Secretaries. 1912 is 
considered the first year of Amateur licensing - Certificates of profi- 
ciency are not considered Amateur licenses. 

QCWA WORKED SO STATES CERTIFICATES are issued to QCWA members who have 
contacted members in each of the states. Applications to be made to the 
Operating Activities Manager. 

QCWA WORKED 100 MEMBER CERTIFICATES are issued by the Operating Activi- 
ties manager upon proof of eligibility 

QCWA WORKED 60 CHAPTER CERTIFICATES are issued by the Operating Activi- 
ties Manager upon proof of such operation 

QCWA WORKED S00 MEMBER CERTIFICATES are issued by the Operating Activi- 
ties manager upon proof of such operation. 

QCWA ANNUAL QSO PARTY. A plaque is ussed on behalf of QCWA to the high- 
scorer in the PARTY. The plaque is inscribed with the winners name, 
score and year of the event. A new plaque is presented annually. 


All certificates are numbered serially, with a permanent record kept of 
those who were honored by the awards.
